T he opposing interests are care­ 
ful to avoid a clash with this idea as 
a whole, and instead they pick out 
one element of co-operative organiza­ 
tion, to w’it, limitation upon the earn ­ 
ings of capital and denounce that as 
socialistic. This is done w’ithout re ­ 
gard to the merit of the proposition 
and without regard to the historic 
and long settled fact that co-opera­ 
tion is exactly the opposite of social­ 
ism.”

RURAL ACROBATICS. 
The average rural housewife who does 
not follow good methods of home man­ 
agement 
does 
some 
amazing 
stunts. 
Among them are drying three acres of 
dishes a year, w alking a (luarter of a mile 
to bake a lemon pie and pumping fifteen 
tone of water in a year. Perhaps the need 
of improvement in such matters, the W est­ 
ern States Extension Conference W o rk ­ 
ers at ibs meeting last winter stressed the 
need of more 
attention 
being 
paid to 
home management. 
W here there is no w ater system in the 
home» a rural housewife is said to carry 
an average of tw*enty tons of water a year 
and travels 200,000 steps in doing this. 
It takes twenty days union time to bring 
the water in and ten days to carry out the 
waste water, or a total of thirty days a 
year spent in fetching water. 
Ten days’ 
work could thus be saved by the con­ 
struction of a drain, even if a complete 
w'ater system were not installed. 
The drying of some three acres of dish­ 
es a year is eliminated by a dish drainer. 
It is shown 
by 
experiments 
that 
the 
housewife can thus save one and a half 
hours a day in doing the dishes. 
A dish 
drainer, wheel tray, and other such con­ 
veniences w ill save this time, and give 
more time for rest, 
reading, 
or 
other 
amusements. 
B y scientific experiments it has been 
proved 
that 
three-fourths of the steps 
taken in preparing the three daily meals 
can be saved by having utensils and sup­ 
plies grouped conveniently. 
It is not un­ 
usual to w alk a quarter of a mile in bak­ 
ing a pie. 
B y wearing a pedometer before 
and after her Kitchen was remodeled, one 
Montana woman 
found that she saved 
one and a half miles of w alking every 
day in doing her ordinary kitchen tasks. 
Also by more 
intelligent 
grouping she 
saved (3ne and a half hours of time daily. 
In future 
programs 
of the Extension 
Conference much attention w ill i>e given 
to two great pn>blems of home nianage- 
ment— the use of the house\yife's time 
and energy and the management of in­ 
come and m aterial resources. 
The United States Department of A g ri­ 
culture states that **the dominant idea in 
the home management program is to en­ 
courage farm fam ilies to make the most 
of w hat they have,” to stimulate interest 
in the “ constant improvement of the farm 
home,” and to make “ possible sufficient 
leisure for recreation, intellectual develo])- 
menl and out-of-the-liorne interests” 
Sim ple mechanical devices in d(»meslic 
matters can make 
amazing 
savings in 
lime and energy. 
This is strikingly dem­ 
onstrated in modern city apartments and 
is also more and more s])reading to the 
rural districts. 
The work that used to 
keep housewives and servants busy during 
long periods can now be accomplished 
speedily by improved methods and intelli­ 
gent distribution. 
The stunts in walking, 
washing, and carrying which are still per­ 
formed by many a country housewife can 
be reduced almost to nothing. 
And she 
can thus have time for study and travel 
and opportunity to copy the styles of 
dress that are seen on every city boule­ 
vard. 
In this as in other matters an un­ 
attractive side of isolated country life is 
disa ppearing.

Secretary 
Mellon 
has 
beheld 
(juite 
clearly the mote that is in the farm ers’ 
eye, but the beam that is in his own he 
has considered not. 
He has written a let­ 
ter to Congressman 
Haugen 
explaining 
most effectively the objections to the plan 
for farm ers’ relief. 
The plan is false in 
principle, he says, because it would lay a 
tax on the American consumer in the in­ 
terest of certain American producers. Mr. 
Mellon objects to such a tax for the far­ 
mers. 
But he has neglected to say why he 
does not object to it for the manufactuers. 
And so he need not be surprised if the 
farmers think Tvlr. Mellon is a high pro­ 
tectionist for the goods which Pennsylva­ 
nia produces and a tree trader for the 
goods which Pennsylvania buys. 
The purpose of the Haugen bill, as Mr. 
Mellon points out is “ to raise the price in 
the home m arket’’ iiy taking the surplus 
“ off the home m arket.” 
It is apparent, he 
says, that the effect of this bill w ill be to 
increase “ the cost‘ of living to every con­ 
sumer of the five liasic agricultural com­ 
modities.” 
That is true, but w hy should Mr. M el­ 
lon object? 
If we may be pardoned for 
referring to the subject of aluminum once 
more, we may note that the .Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff ac 
of 
19 22 
more than 
doubled the protective tax on the products 
of Mr. M ellon’s aluminum company. W e 
are not aware that Mr. Mellon at that 
time or since wrote a letter to a congress­ 
man objecting to 
this 
measure for in­ 
creasing “ the cost of living to every con­ 
sumer.” Mr- Mellon did not object when 
the tariff act cut 
down 
the import of 
aluminum manufacturers from $2,061,577 
ill 19 21 to i?479 ,460 in 19 23 and to $356- 
142 in 1925. 
Nor did he object because 
the price 
of 
aluminum, 
which 
ranged 
from 18 to 22 cents before the tariff of 
19 22, has now reached 27 cents. 
These cold and brutal figures could be 
paralleled for most of the commodities on 
which Pennsylvania 
has 
insisted 
there 
could be a high tariff. 
It is exactly for 
this purpose that Mr. M ellon’s political as­ 
sociate, Mr- Grundy of the Pennsylvania 
M anufacturers’ 
Association, 
poured 
out 
the money that buys the votes in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
So Mr. Mellon lecturing the 
farmers on the evils of protection is like 
F a lsla ff hiring cait as a lecturer for the 
Anti-Saloon League.
